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REMARKS 



The Applicant respectfully requests further examination and consideration in view of the 
arguments set forth fully below. Prior to the Final Office Action, Claims 41-58 and 63 were 
pending. Within the Final Office Action, Claims 41-58 and 63 were rejected and are currently 
pending. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. 112 

Within the Final Office Action, Claims 41-58 and 63 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, "as containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such 
a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor, at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention." 

It is further stated within the Final Office Action that "the examiner does not consider this 
claim to be directed to the same invention as that of U.S. Patent No. 5,729,603 because the 
support for the copied claims is not the same as that of U.S. Patent No. 5,729,603. Accordingly, 
an interference cannot be initiated based upon this claim." The Applicant respectfully disagrees. 

The argument that "the support for the copied claims is not the same as that of U.S. 
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
